First Pilgrim from China 


Arrives for Congress. 


Cardinal Bonzano, papal legate to 
the 28th international Eucharistic con- 
gress in Chicago June 20 to 24, and 
his party of Roman prelates will make 
the trip from New York to Chicago 
aboard a special train of seven cars, 
the entire train painted a card “al red. 
The train will leave York 
June 16 and will have the right of way 
across the country to Chicago, arriv 
ing the next day. Stops: are planned 
in some of the larger

cities to permit 
Catholics along the route to greet the 
papal legate. . 


Names significant in church annals . 


will designate each of the seven Pull 
man cars, beginning with tha‘ of the 
reigning pontiff, Pius XI. One car will 
be named for Cardinal Benzano, one for 
Cardinal Hayes of New York one for 
Bishop Quarter, Chicago's first bishop, 
and one for Pére Marquette, French 
Jesuit missionary and explorer. An- 
other will bear the name “ St. Mary of 


the Lake Seminary,”’ commemorating’ 


the scene of the Eucharistic procession 
which will conclude the congress. 

The cardinal legate’s private car 
will have five rooms, in which all the 
appointments will bear his insignia. 
Fine drapes and rugs, special wood- 
work in furniture and wall panels, 
and a score of Unusual features com- 
bine to make this car probably the 
handsomest ever built {n American 
railway shops. 

The dining car will be fitted out with 
fine linens and beautiful table silver 
engraved with Cardinal Bonzano’'s coat 
of arms. A cambined smoking and 
library car will include in its furnish. 
ings a collection of books especially 
selected forthe distinguished prelates. 
Three cars will have six compartments 
and three drawing rooms each. An

The Rt. Rev. Joseph Tacconi, D. Db 
bishop of eastern Honan, in China 
reached Chicago yesterday, the. ftrs: 
pilgrim from China to come for the 
congress. He is a guest at the Servite 
monastery, 3141.West Jackson boule 
vard. Bishop Tacconi is of Italian 
birth, but has been for thirty-five 
years a missionary in China. He was 
elevated to the bishopric in 1911. 

Although the distanca to Chicago 
precludes the possibility of a sizable 
representation of Chinese Catholics at 
the congress, the pilgrims from that 
country have informed officials here 
that they desire their own meeting 
place for the congress. 

At least one other prelate will be in- 
cluded in the Chinese delegation. He 
is the Rt. Rev. Peter Munagorri y 
Obineta, D.D., bishop of Bui-chu, Ton- 


| kin, in French Indo-China, who will be 


accompanied by a small party of na- 
tive Chinese Catholics. 
descent, the bishop of Buichu was 
elevated to the episcopacy in 1907, and 
has worked in the province of Tonkin 
ever since. 

In the person of Joseph Lo Pa 
Hiong, who will be one of the Chinese 
pilgrims, Chicagoans will have a sec 
ond opportunity to meet the “ Rocke 
feller of China,” one of the wealthiest 
and most widely known Chinese 
the world. 

Lo Pa Hong visited this city in July 
of last year, when he was a delegate 
from the Shanghai Chamber of Com. 
merce to the national foreign trade 
convention.
